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President's Message 


Nothing lasts forever! And so it is with mixed feelings that 


my term of office as president of this society comes to 
an end as of the close of the fall board meeting the first 
weekend of November. 

It's been quite an experience, and a wonderful one at 
that. It all began in January 2010 with the untimely passing 
of our former leader Roy Epperson during his third and 
final, one-year term as president. At the time, I was first 
vice president, not expecting my formal election as Roy's 
successor to occur until November. The phone call from 
Roy's daughter on January 24 abruptly thrust me into this 
position of responsibility almost a year earlier than planned. 

I knew that there was much more that Roy wanted to 
see accomplished during his last term as president. Now it 
was my responsibility to carry out his wishes and ensure 
that what was started, especially in the area of electronic 
communications would be completed successfully. And so 
it was. 

Highlights during my tenure include the expansion of 
the Iris Wiki from 10,000 to over 45,000 pages thanks to the 
efforts of Bob Pries, the driving force behind this excellent 
online encyclopedia of iris cultivars and information. 
An electronic membership was implemented providing 
e-members the ability to search the online registration 
database and access all issues of the AIS Bulletin back to 
1920. Work on an online shopping cart 1s near completion, 
which will make it easier to place and pay for Storefront 
orders, and print-on-demand was implemented for 
publishing checklists and R&I booklets, saving the society 
the significant expense of “warehousing” hundreds of 
publications for an indefinite time. 

An all new full-color version of the Basic Iris Culture 
booklet was published. The Tall Bearded Iris Society became 
a Cooperating Society, and the board and members of the 
Society for Louisiana Irises have overwhelmingly approved 
changing their affiliation with AIS from a Cooperating 
Society to a Section. 

And last, but certainly not least, is the slow but sure 
turnaround of the decline in AIS membership. 

There are many people I want to thank for their 
support and service to AIS during my tenure. At the risk of 
inadvertently leaving someone out, here goes: 

Jeanne Plank for her untiringly service as immediate 
past president for the past 5 years - Mike and Anne Lowe for 
serving as registrars until 2011 - John Jones who aptly and 
efficiently handles our electronic services area and designed 
the current website as well as taking on the challenging 
position of registrar when Mike and Anne retired -

Treasurer Jill Bonino who 
handles our financial affairs 
and who is retiring from 
this position this year - Ruth 
Barker and Gerry Snyder for 
their work on the ballot and 
symposium - Our prolific 
and talented editor Kelly 
Norris who brought a new 
look to our Bulletin - Terry 
Aitken for his hard work 
producing the calendar and

The form can either be 
downloaded and faxed to the number shown or it can 
be completed electronically and sent via email. 

Thereis a statement that says *Is Certificate Holder 
requested to be named as an additional insured?" 
If you only need to show proof of insurance, circle 
No. If the venue needs to be named as an additional 
insured, circle Yes.

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A few summers ago, after struggling to keep up with the elm 
seedlings in my flower beds, | discovered the joys of hoeing, 
and at the age of 66 | have become an enthusiastic hoer, I’m 
proud to say. Weeding standing up is a wonderful concept. 
It is the primary way that small organic produce growers 
control weeds between rows, and those noble souls have 
lots of rows and tons of weeds. I happened upon an article 
in Growing for Market, a newsletter for farmers’ market 
growers (wwwgrowingformarket.com) and picked up 
several tips that have helped me with my hoeing technique. 


Use the right kind of boe. 

The old square-bladed chopping or paddle hoe will 
kill your back. A narrow blade hoe at the proper angle 
for your height is much easier to use, getting under the 
edges of desirable plants and slicing easily through the 
top layer of soil. Some people like scuffle or stirrup hoes, 
which are just like they sound. Loosened soil moves 
through the *stirrup" in a very efficient back-and-forth 
way, cutting the weedy little fellers off at the ankles. 


Be sure the blade is sharp. 

I am lucky to have an old onion hoe I inherited from 
my stepfather, and the well-made blade seems to hold a 
sharp edge forever. If you have a duller blade, you can 
save yourself a lot of effort by sharpening it regularly. I 
like the feel of a wooden handle, rather than fiberglass. 


hoe when the soil surface is on the dry side. Ideally you 
would water well, and then wait a day to do your hoeing. 
Dryness for a day or so 1s the ideal scenario after you 
hoe, but of course you can't control the rain. 


Work moving backward as you boe. 

You don't want to walk on the freshly loosened 
soil. I used to think that hoeing would only bring more 
weed seeds to the surface. But by loosening the surface 
and incorporating air, the soil-to-seed contact is broken 
and weed seeds don't germinate well. The loose soil also 
reduces surface evaporation, helps soil microorganisms 
do their beneficial work, and makes everything look neat 
and tidy. 

Throw on some mulch (full disclosure: a much harder 
job than hoeing) after the weeds die and weeding will 
be minimal for the rest of the season. A regular once- 
over with the hoe is also 
a relatively easy way 
to maintain a neat edge 
between lawn and garden.

Lessons of an Ardent Hoer

Weed early and often. 

It is almost effortless to hoe small weed seedlings 
that have recently germinated. Wait until they are a foot 
tall and you are better off with a machete. Make friends 
with that handle. When you need to surgically remove 
a weed by hand, that wooden shaft in your other hand 
is invaluable in helping you straighten back up (again, I 
am 66). 


Timing is critical. 
A hot, dry day will desiccate hoed weed seedlings 
before they have a chance to re-root, so you want to 


early in the day, before 
the UVs rev up. Have a 
cool drink handy. Sit down once in a while. Enjoy your 
garden. You too can be a happy hoer! Okay, now I’m 
just being bossy.

Preparing for a Regional (The Second Time) 


INTRODUCTION 

One of the scariest, frustrating, stressful and most 
rewarding things to do, other than volunteering for a 
national convention, is volunteering to have your garden 
on a regional tour. I do not know how most regions do 
this, so I can only tell you of my experiences. The first 
thing I learned when I volunteered my garden is that you 
have to expect everything to happen—the good, bad, and 
mundane. I was told normal regional tours would get 
about 40 guest bearded and five or six guest beardless 
irises. In the end, the new bed I made for daylily seedlings 
was commandeered for the bearded guests that kept 
coming and coming and coming (not complaining), and 
my pond area was cleaned out for the beardless guests— 
lessons of a first-time regional garden host. 

The really nice thing about having a regional is it 
gives you an excuse to get rid of those irises you are 
not fond of. It also provides the impetus to toss those 
seedlings that really were not good at all and then redo 
your beds so that you can walk them through without 
damage to the more desirable seedlings. For me it was 
the tall bearded collection that took the biggest hit. I 
downsized from 300 to just over 70 cultivars. The rest 
were given new homes via our club’s rhizome sale. 


YEAR O - ARRIVAL OF THE BEARDLESS IRISES 

This time I thought I would get a better handle on the 
numbers by planning for more than 300 bearded guests. 
The beardless area remained the same. With a little sand and 
fresh soil, the arriving beardless guest were planted in holes 
soaked in a dilute solution of bloom booster to counteract 
transplant shock, labeled and mulched for winter with 
just a touch of 10-10-10 fertilizer in time-released pellets. 
Meanwhile the original guest bed, now emptied of my irises 
which were potted or sold, was given some additional soil 
after the edges were dug out and weed block installed to 
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prevent erosion during rainstorms. I added additional sand 
and also placed fertilizer and lime as a pretreatment. I tilled 
all of this in, and the bed was ready for the winter. 


YEAR 1- ARRIVAL OF THE BEARDED IRISES 

Spring arrived again, and the beardless irises received 
a treatment of 5-35-10 fertilizer, weed preventer, and 
Merit®, followed by a top-dressing of compost. Then 
all beds, even the empty guest bed, were sprayed with 
antifungal agents to help with leaf spot. I kept an eye out 
for those not doing well, and they received a little extra 
attention. By this time, I’d now composted and limed the 
bed for the bearded guests. I apply lime with my compost, 
because 90 percent of the time the compost is very acidic 
(5.8-6.3 pH when incorporated into the soil) and the more 
alkaline it is, the less likely I am to get rot. With the bed 
tilled again, each guest bearded iris was planted and labeled 
as it arrived, and I also applied a weak solution of bloom 
booster to negate transplant shock. This time I made sure 
there was room to expand just in case more irises showed 
up. Weed preventer, for early spring weed control, and 
Merit® were added after the first snowfall, in addition to a 
10-10-10 fertilizer blend.

YEAR 2 - BEARDLESS AND BEARDED IRISES SETTLE 

At this point in the ballgame, the goal is to care 
for them all so that those attending will get the best 
show possible. Weed preventer, Merit®, 5-35-10 
fertilizer were all added, along with more lime, and 
the beds were sprayed to control leaf spot, because in 
Maryland we expect lots of rain between March and 
June. June comes and the triple shredded mulch was 
applied only after the soil tests greater than 7.0 pH. 
The fertilizing and weeding routine kept me busy for 
the rest of the season. 


YEAR 3 - REGIONAL YEAR 

After the same treatment of the previous year, 
three years after the beardless guests arrived and two 
years after the bearded, I checked the beds every 
day for signs of rot (which is quickly treated with an 
application of Listerine®), leaf spot and dead leaves, 
while putting the last of the potted irises in the ground, 
followed by a final run-through to deadhead just 
before the buses arrived. At this point it’s all about 
showing off your garden, your new beds and seedlings 
in various stages of production, and your buttons pop 
with the compliments of how well the guests look. 

Now that I have scared you with all the work it 
takes to have a regional tour garden, you are probably 
thinking “Not me, no way!” Come now, it really isn’t 
that bad. You are out in your garden nearly every day 
anyway and you have every excuse to make new beds! 
But there is even a better reward—most of the time, 
the wonderful hybridizers allow you, as garden owner, 
to keep one of their introduced cultivars just for the 
pleasure of guesting them, plus you had years of seeing 
them before anyone else in the region. So don’t sweat 
it! Volunteer your gardens so we all can see, because 
you know there will be at least one shutterbug that will 
post all their pictures on Facebook, iris-photos, Cubit, 
or other social networks, or maybe even send them to

Irises are one of my favorite flowers. There are 
so many things to say about irises, but I'll only tell 
you about my three absolute favorite things. The three 
things I really like about irises are the types, shapes 
and colors. 

Iris styles are very interesting. The five main iris types 
I know are tall bearded, intermediate bearded, standard 
dwarf bearded, miniature dwarf bearded and miniature 
tall bearded. I like the dwarf irises because they are so 
small. I love it that they bloom so early, because it’s very 
exciting to go out in the garden and discover little colors 
peeping up out of the buds. I like the other irises because 
most of them are tall enough for me to smell without 
having to crouch down. 

I really like it that there are so many different shapes 
of irises. There are flat ones, frilly ones, stiff ones, 
droopy ones, some with tight standards, some with loose 
standards and some in between, some with no frills, 
some with huge beards, some with short beards. Plus 
there are irises with horns, flounces, spoons and all kinds 
of other shapes. My personal favorite is an iris with tight 
standards, loose falls and horns. 

Iris colors are very bright. Irises can be just 
about any color of the rainbow. The rarest color of 
irises is red. It would be really boring if iris colors 
were only gray and black and brown. The variety of 
colors is what makes them so interesting to me. I like 
‘Bluebeard’s Ghost’ the best. It’s a little white iris 
with blue beards. 

Now you know the three things that make irises so 
great to me. They have so many colors, types and shapes 
that irises have become my favorite flower. My goal is to 
become a really good iris hybridizer so I can make irises 
everyone’s favorite flower! 
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We fill our gardens and fields with irises, waiting for 
one spectacular display of bloom that will vanish before 
we have had our fill. We cultivate varieties that we are 
assured will bloom again, not content to wait for the spring. 
Irises must have transcendent qualities for gardeners to 
till up their lawns and fill them with rhizomes, spending 
countless amounts of time and money. 

Irises are useful plants. The fixative orris, used to 
hold the scent in potpourri, is made from the roots of 
Iris florentina. Ancient civilizations used iris rhizomes to 
cure many interesting and varied ailments. We read that 
they helped upset stomachs, removed freckles, relieved 
acne, healed ulcers and alleviated coughs. Today however, 
better medicines have been discovered, and irises are not 
used by the pharmacist. The most exciting prospect is 
that research under way may show that iris rhizomes are 
edible if cooked properly. Think how economical this 
would be! 

Rightly named the flower of the rainbow, irises 
surpass all other popular garden flowers with their 
spectrum of color. Currently they come in reds, 
oranges, yellows, chartreuse greens, true blues, violets, 
purples, pinks and blacks. There is still work to be done 
enhancing, broadening and deepening certain colors, but 
no other genus that I know of has yet produced such a 
spectacular gamut of color. Daffodils, geraniums, lilies, 
peonies, roses, and tulips are all left in the shade. Irises 
also have an amazing number of color patterns. Orchids 
may come in as wide of an array of patterning, but 
orchids are plants from hundreds of genera, while irises 
all belong to one. 

Irises have a rare garden quality. They can be focal points, 
showing off their exquisite blossoms, but also make stunning 
backdrops to other plants, especially medians—their demure 
charm asa clump from far away and the individual captivation 


of each bloom is very unique. Lilacs are sweet as a whole, 
but we would be bored if they came as single blooms and 
not in panicles. Spring bulbs are more designed to appreciate 
each individual flower. Roses can have the iris quality, but 
the individually extravagant ones are very demanding garden 
subjects, and the more vigorous types lack the eye-popping 
spectacle. Irises are unique. They are beautiful from afar, 
adding beauty to the garden centerpiece, while intriguing and 
amazing as individual blossoms. 

The structure of the iris flower ranks among the 
most complicated in nature. Most flowers only have one 
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type of petals pointing basically the same directions—up, 
down, or outwards. Irises have standards and falls. The 
only other popular flower with similar structure is the 
orchid, and they must be grown indoors. 

What an amazing gift God gave us when he made 
the iris! We cherish irises for their kaleidoscopic colors, 
complex form, individual beauty and stunning garden 
effect. They are the only popular flower having all these 
qualities that are also easy to grow, multiply rapidly, and 
thrive in many zones and climates. That’s what’s so great 
about irises. %

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e» Q: If you hadn't been president 


for the last three years, what would you 
be doing? 


À: When I retired from my *paying" job five years ago, 
I just retired from the paying part, not the working part.

À: As president, I've had and accepted many invitations 
to speak and present judges training at AIS regional 
and local society meetings, perhaps because of the 
perceived prestige that these groups receive for having 
the president attend. l've met so many wonderful 
people and have been able to express my thoughts and 
ideas about why AIS membership 1s something that 
every serious iris grower should consider. I expect the 
invitations to dwindle to a few in the future, and Pl 
miss the people contact. As for my most rewarding 
moment, that's hard to say. The entire experience has 
been rewarding, but mostly because I do think I’ve 
made a difference and helped to shape the future of AIS 


by facilitating its movement into the electronic age. 


& Q: Name one thing you've 


accomplished while in office. 


À: Only one thing? There have been several, including 
the implementation of the Iris Encyclopedia (the 
Wiki) and e-membership, publishing a new edition 
of the Basic Iris Culture booklet, and an increase in 
AIS membership. But the better question is what 
has AIS accomplished while I was president because 
the president isn’t the only one responsible for 
accomplishments—it’s the entire board and committee 
chairs who generate ideas, the plans, implement them 
and make them happen.

e Q: Do you have time for hobbies?

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Arthur Bliss on the Web 


It seems there was quite a lot about Arthur Bliss popping up in news feeds this summer. Ardent AIS blogger Mike 
Unser profiled him on the AIS blog The World of Irises in August. He began “Arthur J. Bliss was a surveyor and 
mining engineer from England. After an early retirement forced on him at age 40 by hearing loss he settled in the small 
village of Morwellham, Devon, and, at the urging of his friend W.R. Dykes, he took up breeding irises for a hobby. 
From such ordinary beginnings did come about a revolution that changed the iris world forever.” Bliss of course is 
remembered for many notable varieties, including ‘Dominion’ (1917) [1], “Tristram’ (1919) [2], and ‘Mystic’ (1920)

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Six years ago the cost of printing the Bulletin were 
starting to exceed what we were charging 1n membership 
fees. The available remedies—cutting back the number of 
issues a year from three to four or raising dues—seemed 
unacceptable. Since many organizations and publications 
were trying out electronic versions, it seemed logical that 
this might help. If an e-membership could supplement 
the costs of production for print members and not add 
substantially to the costs of production, perhaps it could 
solve this problem. 


Originally e-membership began as an add-on 
service, essentially as a subscription to the Iris Register. 
The e-membership category has never been funded out 
of membership dues, but out of a dedicated budget for 
electronic services, which obtained its money through 
geek dinners, fees for the Iris Register, substantial 
donations both monetary and in kind, and grants from 
the foundation. At least in some small way, the society 
hoped by charging for this service, we could earn enough 
money to supplement regular print membership and 
prevent raising costs for all existing members. 


Facing 16 years of declining membership, the board 
decided to create a low-cost membership that might 
appeal to a younger, tech-savvy generation. Since its 
creation, we have turned the membership decline into a 
steady state of some growth and even a net gain in print 
members. It seems unlikely that if we had raised dues on 
print membership that we would have made these gains. 
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The traditional membership has not changed—you 
are a full member. Services like a printed R&I booklet, 
e-membership, and an AIS Judges Handbook are items 
for which you pay extra. These are also items that many 
members would never use. If these were given to every 
member, it would be a waste of resources, and the cost of 
the traditional membership would skyrocket. e-members 
are also full members, but it they want a printed magazine, 
R&I booklet, Judges Handbook, etc. they would have to 
pay for those. If you want both the printed and electronic 
versions of the magazine, you must buy both services. 
Note that for voting purposes, you are only counted as a 
single member, even with both membership options. 


The pricing structure of AIS allows you to pay for 
what you are interested in and can use. The philosophy 
has always been that you pay for what you want or need. 
Most people do not take advantage of every option (or 
even elect to join every section, which would cost you 
almost $175 in addition to your AIS membership). You 
can always buy any option independently. 


The AIS has made huge improvements in getting the most 
for its money. To lower costs would require cutting back on 
traditional member services like the frequency of Irises from 
four to three issues. However, decreasing member services 
is a recipe for failure, creating a downward spiral where 
membership attrition results from dissatisfaction with fewer 
services. The board has chosen to provide additional services 
that positively impact the budget. 


IF THE INTERNET IS FREE WHY 
SHOULD WE HAVE TO PAY? 


This is a myth. The Internet is not free. The costs of 
hosting servers, storage etc. continue to rise. The programs 
needed to present and distribute information are not all 
free and often quite expensive. The AIS is fortunate to have 
tremendous amounts of professional services donated in- 
kind each year, but we still pay substantially for electronic 
services. Because in-kind donations, the real value of 
e-services is grossly understated in the treasurer's report. 


WHY WAS THE MEMBERSHIP NOT 
INCLUDED IN THESE DECISIONS? 


Essentially they were. The strategic plans for this 
initiative were started more than six years ago. There 
were polls sent to each affiliate asking about all sorts of 
ways of attacking these problems. Unfortunately, every 
member in every affiliate did not voice an opinion, and 
of course some members to not belong to affiliates. But 


we did get many responses. For those that responded, 
our present course was overwhelmingly recommended. 
There was a vote for a change in bylaws to include the 
e-membership category. More than 600 members voted 
for approval compared to 80 against. We continue to 
listen to pros and cons and try to continually adjust 
policy as needed. Your suggestions are always welcome.

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My Favorite Irises

Wisconsin iris enthusiast and photographer Elladan McLeester 
offers up a selection of her favorite space-age irises, prized for 
their almost otherworldly accoutrements. 


Horns, spoons and flounces—oh my! I like having space-age iris 
in my garden. One of the first irises I grew was ‘Mesmerizer’ (Byers, 
1991). Even though it can be a fussy grower, it is still one of the best 
space-age irises around. 

The appendages on space-age iris are the added attraction to their 
flowers. They range from little horns to a flouncy pom-pom of petals 
that are nearly another flower in themselves. Some add a contrasting 
color while others match the falls or the whole flower. It turns out 
that there are enough varieties of space-agers around these days that 
picking just a few favorites is not as easy as I expected. For my favorites 
I did limit myself to varieties I grow. My favorites lean toward one 
Texan hybridizer that not only creates wonderful space-age irises but 


is also very generous with orders. His irises 
tend to grow like crazy in my garden. 

As with any type of iris there is room 
for improvement. I have yet to try a space- 
age plicata with a nicely edged flounce 
that is also a good grower. ‘Momentous 
Occasion’ (G. Sutton, 2000) was very nice, 
but it fizzled out quickly. Likewise, ‘Inky 
Icon’ (Burseen, 2004) with dark colors and 
white flounces is stunning, but very difficult 
for me to grow. I am not sure there are any 
space-age luminatas, yet. Of course, there is 
always room for updating the flower form. 

The one weakness of space-age irises 
is, often the appendages do not match. 
Sometimes they have two flounces and a 
horn, or have nice flounces on the first couple 
of flowers and then horns on the later flowers. 
Some only occasionally have appendages at 
all. Maybe that is something that changes 
with garden conditions or weather. 

Walking through my garden this year, 
I've chosen the following favorites. 


‘Ice For Brice’ (Burseen, 2003) 
This has lovely light colors with consistently large 


flounces. It always grows and blooms really well 


for me. 


‘Rocket Randy’ (Burseen, 2003) 

| love the colors and that the light edge carries on to 
the multi-petalled flounces. It is not the best grower, 
but it will always have a place for me since it won my 


first Best of Show honor. 
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‘Air Hog’ (Burseen, 2009) 

This was only its first year in my garden but it bloomed 
like mad. This one had the most consistent flounces 
on all flowers of any space age irises | have grown. 


'Bearded Wonder' (Roberts, 1997) 
This has one of the most over-the-top flounces. They 
are nearly another flower in themselves. 


‘Abby and Me’ (Burseen, 2004) 
| really like white with yellow rims, so the addition of 


standout white and yellow flounces really makes it a 
favorite. This iris is also nicely ruffled. 


‘Isadora Belle’ (Jedlicka, 2009) 

Beautiful and consistent bloomer with great 
flounces—pink, laced and lavender horns ending in 
pink flounces. What could be more beautiful? 
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'Awesome Alex' (Burseen, 2004) ‘Act Surprised’ (Black, 2010) 
This always gets attention in my garden. It combines This one is also new to me this year, but the flower 
big fuzzy beards and is so beautiful that it became an instant favorite.

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A Review of Graeme Grosvenor’s S een 
40 Years of Hybridizing | : s 
Tall Bearded Irises in Atri Bote eae

INTRODUCTION 

When I asked Graeme how it felt after winning his 
15 Australian Dykes Medal in 2011 with the fancy plicata 
‘Imogen Paige’ (Grosvenor, 2007/08) his only comment, 
apart from expressions of joy because he had named 
‘Imogen Paige’ for one of his four granddaughters, was 
that there was so much still to be done and so little time to 
do it. Born in 1936, he lamented that he only had a limited 
number of iris seasons left to work on his creations. 

I have worked with Graeme throughout his 40-plus 
years of hybridizing TBs, and I never cease to be amazed 
at the knowledge he carries around in his head. He knows 
the pedigree and background of all the irises that he wants 
to use in his various breeding lines. At the start of each 
iris season his mind is ready to go after carefully planning 
during the winter months. Graeme is very systematic in 
his approach. He has favorite hybridizers and considers 
how he can incorporate their introductions into his lines 
as well as using his own creations. Chief among these 
favorite hybridizers are fellow Australian Barry Blyth 
and Americans Keith Keppel, Joe Ghio, Paul Black, Tom 
Johnson and Fred Kerr.

Despite his extensive preparation Graeme tends not 
to plan specific crosses in advance. He learned many 
years ago that this only leads to frustration as nature 
decides when specific varieties will flower. He believes 
it 1s far better to have general plans so that on any given 
day Graeme looks for varieties that are flowering that 
fit within his plans. This is where his encyclopaedic 
knowledge of irises and their backgrounds proves 
invaluable. The weather also has a big impact in 
determining if crosses will be successful in setting pods. 
Conditions need to be right—it 1s often too wet, too dry, 
too hot, too cold, or too windy for pods to set. 

Graeme always looks at the big picture when 
deciding whether a seedling is up to the mark—he will 
only name and release irises that carry an adequate 
number of blooms on well-branched spikes that come 
from healthy, vigorous plants. These characteristics 
usually take precedence over a pretty flower. He 1s quick 
to admit that he has made mistakes, mainly in naming 
irises only to find that they do not live up to expectations 
and at times naming irises that perform well in the home 
garden but do not perform as well when distributed. 
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Graeme is also a bit of a perfectionist. He has often 
developed new color patterns that he tries to refine into 
quality garden plants only to observe the color pattern 1s 
released elsewhere in the world before he is happy with 
his own results. This never seems to worry him, and he 
just works the new releases into his own projects. 

Graeme's hybridizing has been interrupted in recent 
years with bouts of poor health. Despite this there 
are approximately 10,000 seeds waiting to be planted 
as I write this article. The hybridizing also has to fit 
into a busy bloom season that always seems much too 
short. Graeme is a very keen exhibitor at shows and 
does much to promote irises and train up-and-coming 
judges. While Graeme and I are no longer involved in 
the day-to-day running of Rainbow Ridge Nursery, 
we still help out as needed. When I think about it, I'm 
surprised that we ever survive the iris season let alone 
get things done. 


BREEDING LINES 

On my calculation Graeme has six different lines 
(with variations within some) under development. He 
readily admits that one of his major failings 1s trying to 
do too much and often he is sidetracked and lines may 
go unattended for a season or more. Many years ago he 
started on a red, white and blue line, i.e. he wanted white 
standards, blue falls and red beards. This project was well 
under way until he hit a brick wall. The best two seedlings 
were kept and the rest thrown out and then we found 
that both these seedlings were sterile—end the project or 
start again? He took the easy way out and dropped the 
project, at least for a while. Now inspired by the results 
Keith Keppel, Richard Cayeux, the late George Shoop 
and others have made in this line, Graeme is now looking 
again to his paused quest. 


Rims, Bands, and the ‘Emma Cook’ pattern 

Graeme also readily admits that new interests have 
emerged over time, for example, he has become more and 
more fascinated in recent times with rims and bands and 
now wants to puta rim or band on just about everything. 
There is a great amount of interest in these patterns 
worldwide at the moment. 

Graeme has always admired the ‘Emma Cook’ 
(Cook, 1957) pattern of a white self with a blue band 
on the falls. He is also an admirer of Bill Maryott’s 
‘Barbara My Love’ (1999) and has used it extensively 
in his breeding. Graeme has also used Joe Ghio’s “Cast 
of Characters’ (2001), an iris more or less neglected by 
other hybridizers, but which gives beautiful seedlings, 
some of which carry rims and bands as well as reverse 
amoenas rather than the standard amoena. 

Graeme's introductions *Marie's Love’ (2011/12) and 
‘Smoky Skylight’ (2013/14) are both bred from Barbara 
My Love x Adlemi, while ‘Leinster Ellen Jean’ (2013/14), 
it's sister F100-2, ‘Strange Harmony’ (2012/13), ‘Morse’ 
(2013/14) and ‘Forever Neave’ (2012/13) are all from 
‘Cast of Characters’. Graeme also has quite a few 
seedlings in white with pastel yellow bands as well as 
other yellow and white combinations. 

Another recent trend in breeding has been the 
development of iris with heavy striations. Gone are the 
days when haft markings on the falls were considered 
poor taste. In fact, these days in the search for something 
different, bright and gaudy is “in!” Graeme is working 
towards combining striations and rims, hopefully 
opening up a whole new dimension. 


Bicolors 
Bicolors have never been a major part of Graeme’s 
breeding efforts but he has always maintained an interest

in what others, particularly Barry Blyth, are doing and 
it Is not at all surprising that he grows most of Barry's 
introductions. He is equally impressed by the wonderful 
bicolors, in particular the pastel tones that are coming 
from America. Lately, Graeme has started dabbling in 
these patterns. Graeme has used Barry's “Decadence’ 
(2004/05) sparingly, but has quite a few nice seedlings 
from the Blyth line as well as from his own lines. Other 
major influences have been the Keppel pastels, the Ghio 
pastel bicolors and Schreiner’s ‘Sweet Musette’ (1986), a 
favorite in its own right. 

At about the same time as Barry bred 'Louisa's Song’ 
(1999/00), Graeme bred ‘Adlemi’ (2010/11), also from 
‘About Town’ (1996/97), the pollen parent of ‘Louisa’s 
Song. ‘Adlemi has produced some exciting new 
seedlings for Graeme; we can expect quite a lot of bicolor 
introductions in coming years. Some named beauties at this 
stage are ‘Impulsive Elation’ (R. 2011), ‘Carmel Niland’(R. 
2010), ‘Compton’ (R. 2011), and ‘Strange Harmony’. 


Plicatas 

It was the plicata pattern that first attracted Graeme to 
tall bearded iris hybridizing. He loved the blue on white 
plicatas from the 1970s and still does. It is in this feld that 
great irises have come from Schreiners and Keith Keppel. 
The Schreiner blue on white plicatas come from a line 
developed over many decades, while Keith Keppel has 
developed many more with innovative color patterns. 

Graeme's work with plicatas has been intermittent but 
there are two significant irises that merit attention. Back 
in the 1970s he developed a bicolor plicata with white 
ground, blue stitching on the standards and violet-purple 
stitching on the falls. He named this iris ‘Alan Johnson’ 


(1981/82) for his now deceased great friend and mentor. 
This line of iris resulted in ‘Pay the Price’ (1999/00), an 
iris of great quality and winner of both the Australian 
Dykes Medal and the Premio Firenze. Unfortunately, 
Graeme has not continued to develop that line. More 
recently, using a different approach Graeme started to 
intercross plicatas and neglectas culminating in ‘Imogen 
Paige’, which won the 2011 Australian Dykes Medal. The 
idea behind this approach was to intercross the resulting 
seedlings with those from the bicolor plicata line. 


Amoenas and Neglectas 

The blue amoena (white/blue) and neglecta (blue/ 
darker blue-purple) patterns are great favorites of 
Graeme’s and are the lines he has worked most 
extensively on. I have already made mention of the 
working of neglectas with plicatas, but there are some 
beautiful neglectas in their own right in his hybridizing. 
His favorite is ‘Admired’ (2002/03), which has superb 
form, color, substance and texture. It is an Award of 
Merit winner and would certainly have been a major 
Dykes Medal contender if it was easier to grow. In its 
home garden, it is as good as any iris. Graeme’s other 
long-time favorite is ‘Reap the Rewards’ (2000/01), a 
major prize winner in Florence and an AM winner in 
Australia. Once again this is an iris of impeccable quality 
and an easy grower. 

Probably Graeme’s best amoena has been ‘Amenort’ 
(2001/02), highly placed in Florence and winner of the 
2010 Dykes Medal in Australia. It is a beautiful pastel 
amoena in white and light blue and has superb garden 
habits and wonderful fragrance as well as delightful 
form, buds and branching. 'Amenort' has not been a 
productive parent, so far, and Graeme has switched 
his attention to Keith Keppel’s ‘Restless Heart’ (2006), 
which has a red beard and shows promise as a parent. 
He also wants to use Keppel's ‘Alpenview’ (2003), an 
iris of superb garden performance. 


Self Colors 

No matter what emphasis we place on the various 
patterns already mentioned, it is the self colors that 
interest Graeme most and where he has made significant 
contributions with, as he quickly advises, a little bit of 
help from his friends. He believes that many hybridizers 
attempt to put as much color as possible into their irises 
in order to produce great color effect in the garden. But 
he also believes that self-colored irises offer great impact 
that either blend or contrast with one another and other 
garden plants. While Graeme has no doubt that the 
production of bicolors, tricolors and multicolors is a 
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Jayceetee’ (2001/02) 


far better commercial project, he believes that there are 
many opportunities for developing better self colors. 

As of 2012, Graeme has developed lines in white, 
blue, pink, apricot, black, yellow, and red. There is also 
a more restricted line which he calls the *ROS line" 
(developed by the use of *Rustle of Spring’ as one of the 
parents) and where colors are quite difficult to describe. 
Let me deal with the ROS line first. 

‘Rustle of Spring’ (1999/00) is described in the 
Rainbow Ridge catalogue as rose-tan with a tangerine 
beard. It has lovely form, good branching and bud count 
but does not increase rapidly. It has won top trial garden 
awards in Australia and the Silver Plaque in Florence 
and is well received everywhere. *Rustle of Spring’ is an 
excellent parent for many gorgeous shades and gave rise 
to ‘Rusty Taylor’ (2011/12) when used as a pollen parent 
with “Wearing Rubies’ (Keppel, 2001). Graeme believes 
that this could be his most popular iris as it has wonderful 
color, superb show spikes, plenty of buds and great garden 
performance. He named ‘Rusty Taylor’ for my miniature 
dachshund cross, Rusty, who was a gift from Graeme to 
me—a wonderful gift and now the name of a wonderful 
iris. ‘Rusty Taylor’ has proven very difficult either as a pod 
or pollen parent, and we thought we would be unable to 
proceed with it until 2011 when I set pods from its pollen. 
I now await the results of my first tall bearded crosses. 

Graeme is well known for his apricot line which has 
produced four Dykes Medal winners—‘First Movement’ 
(1992/93), ‘Move On’ (1993/94), “Hills District’ (1994/95) 
and ‘Ribands’ (1993/94). The bloom of ‘First Movement’ 
is impeccable but the spike could do with one more branch 
and two more buds. ‘Move On’ took a long while to 
settle in but is now one of the best show and garden irises 
grown. It produces superb show spikes, but I prefer the 
individual flower of ‘First Movement’. ‘Hills District’ is 
the result of the introducing Barry Blyth’s ‘Samurai Silk’ 
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‘Leinster Ellen Jean’ 


(1988/89) into the line and in itself tells a wonderful tale 
of survival. There were many seedlings lined out from 
the cross, but a grass hopper plague saw the whole lot 
eaten except one and it turned out to be a Dykes Medal 
winner. We will never know how good (or bad) the others 
were, but the grass hoppers surely liked them. ‘Ribands’ 
was named for the champion pacer which had no peer 
late in the 20" century. Graeme has always had a love of 
horses, particularly pacers and trotters. He is currently 
looking for irises to name “Blacks A Fake’ and ‘Smoken 
Up’ for modern day champions. ‘Ribands’ is no great 
iris in my view, but for color, consistency and all-around 
garden performance, it is a winner. ‘Qualified’ (1999/00) 
is Graeme’s favorite apricot for garden performance but 
was twice passed over for the Dykes Medal by irises that 
also won the Premio Firenze— Helen Dawn’ (1999/00) 
won the Dykes Medal in 2002 and ‘Pay the Price’ won in 
2003. Graeme has only done limited work on the apricot 
line in the last 8-10 years, but what he has done has 
produced some beauties: ‘Boyd’ (R. 2011), *Marie's Love’ 
and “Leinster Ellen Jean’ are superb irises. We can look 
forward to more in the future as Graeme incorporates 
the wonderful pink iris now available into his apricots. 

I can remember Graeme writing once that just about 
every hybridizer dabbles in pink at some stage. It is 
interesting to note that such noted bicolor hybridizers 
as Keith Keppel and Barry Blyth have produced lovely 
pink iris and Joe Ghio’s pinks are world class as are those 
coming from Paul Black and Thomas Johnson. 

In the past many pink irises lacked height and bud 
count. Graeme liked Joe Ghio’s ‘Bubble Up’ (Ghio, 
1989) for its height and used it with the pretty pink 
"Dance Music’ (Mohr, 1988) to produce “Dancing in Pink’ 
(2002/03) winner of the Dykes Medal in 2008. ‘Dancing 
in Pink’ is an excellent garden and show iris, but its babies 
have not shown any great improvement in quality. Graeme 


‘Qualified’ (1999/00) 


loves Joe Gatty's gorgeous pink ‘Femme Fatale’ (1988), 
which he first saw when he judged the Premio Firenze in 
Florence in 1992. He used it with his own ‘Austar Pink’ 
(2002/03) to produce an iris that he considers the best 
individual bloom of all of his irises, and which he named 
“Taylor Louise’ (2006/07) for his eldest granddaughter. 
In its home garden “Taylor Louise’ is nothing short of 
amazing, but it lacks the growth and vigor of ‘Dancing 
in Pink’ and others and so has not been a great success in 
other gardens. It will make its mark in the iris world as a 
parent, and what a superb parent it has been. Paired with 
Keith Keppel’s “Lotus Land’ (1999) it has given ‘Rippler’ 
(2010/11) and ‘Pride and Prejudice’ (2009/10) and several 
more named varieties yet to be released. Graeme greatly 
admires Joe Ghio’s “Ireasured’ (2004) and he has used 
it extensively to improve growth, vigor and bud count. 
Others have done the same and we can look forward to an 
explosion of super, quality pink iris in the future. 

Another great love of Graeme's is white iris and he 
continues to produce some lovely cultivars. Bud count, 
form, growth, vigor have never been problems with 
white iris but very few have had that special quality that 
sets them above all others both in the garden and on 
the show bench. In looking at so many over the years, 
I believe this quality is bud placement and sequencing 
so that the flowers can be fully appreciated. Graeme has 
lamented that there are so few hybridizers working on 
white iris specifically. White iris are often produced as 
by products of other lines, but that trend seems to have 
been rectified in the immediate past with high-quality 
whites coming from Schreiners, Joe Ghio and Barry 
Blyth among others. 

Graeme used to often say that if he could just have 
one iris from other hybridizers it would be the late 
Larry Gaulter’s ‘Skating Party’ (1983). He has used 
‘Skating Party’ to produce ‘Helen Dawn’ and ‘Jayceetee’

(2001/02) and what superb iris they have been. ‘Helen 
Dawn’ won both the Premio Firenze and the Australian 
Dykes Medal. In its time we sent plants of it all over the 
world. It was named for my sister, Graeme’s wife Helen. 
From the same cross he named ‘Jayceetee’, inspired by 
my initials *J.C. T." ‘Jayceetee’ did not repeat the success 
of its sibling in Florence, but it did win the Dykes Medal 
in 2004 when it beat "Better Believe It? (1998/99), one of 
my best Louisiana irises into 2™ place. 

There have been other really good white TBs in 
Graeme's white line such as ‘White Pool’ (2003/04) and 
‘Go Between’ (1998/99), but the best of the recent ones 
in my view has been 'Janets Joy' (2009/10), named 
for Graeme’s sister and bred from ‘Helen Dawn’ and 
‘Jayceetee’. ‘Janet’s Joy’ has already won champion exhibit 
at the NSW Region Iris Show and is an AM winner now 
entered in the Dykes Medal Trial Garden. It should do 
well as it has all the attributes of its illustrious parents. 

In my view there are not a lot of quality blue- 
flowering garden plants. However, the iris family does 
provide many beautiful variations on a blue theme and 
in tall bearded irises this extends from shades of mauve 
into blue and shades of purple into black. Graeme feels 
that two Schreiner iris were the best of their era when 
released and continue to be great—the pale, pale blue 
‘Silverado’ (1987) and the rich dark purple “Dusky 
Challenger’ (1986). It was only natural that he would 
cross them and even though the cross did not come fully 
up to expectations the resulting seedling that became 
"Iemptone' (1993/94) won Graeme his second Dykes 
Medal. “[emptone’ has the distinction of being the only 
iris in the history of the Australian Dykes Medal to win 
this award in its first year in the trial gardens. Although 
sparingly used, it was not a good parent. 

Schreiners have become famous for TB iris in the 
blue through to black color range, and the fame is well 
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justified. Graeme's 
favorite Schreiner 
ins is the light 
blue ‘Delta Blues’ 
(1994), which is 
spectacular in his 
garden, though 
he has never used 
it as a parent. He 
did, however, use 
'Silverado' quite a 
lotand has had great 
success with it. He 
tried | successfully 
to develop a line of 
blue-blended 
and won Dykes 
Medals with ‘June 
Brazier’ (2000/01) 
and ‘Second 
Option’ (1999/00). 
Both are wonderful 
garden and show 
irises but have been 
used sparingly in hybridizing. Perhaps his favorite blue, 
as a parent, is “Best Value’ (1999/00) and the best of its 
babies ‘Hey True Blue’ (2010/11), a well-named light 
blue. “Hello Darkness’ (1992) has been the most highly 
acclaimed black iris from Schreiners and it features 
significantly in Graeme’s black line. His most successful 
so far is the 2009 Dykes Medal winner ‘Pot Black’ 
(2003/04). He has similar aspirations with ‘Scared Stiff 
(2006/07) and ‘Coal Face’ (2010/11), two superb irises in 
the garden and on the show bench. 

The red iris line is based very strongly on the 
wonderful red toned iris being produced by Joe Ghio. 
Most of Graeme’s work springs from ‘Rogue’ (1996). 
‘Rosy Rogue’ (2005/06) from ‘Rustle of Spring’ is

currently under trial in the Dykes Medal gardens, but 
by far the reddest is ‘Rocky Rogue’ (R. 2011). Graeme 
calls this line his “pretend line” as he is only doing it as a 
diversion and has no great aspirations. 

The same cannot be said for yellow iris in all their 
different shades from cream through to rich gold. Graeme is 
greatly interested in this color class, not as much for the color 
range, but because he has often said that no significant iris 
planting should be without a lot of yellow. Yellow lifts the 
effect of other colored irises, and yellow is sucha happy color. 
"Delgara' (2001/02) bred from his Graceful Gold X Berry 
Sherbet is Graeme's most successful and highly acclaimed 
yellow. It has been judged highly in the Dykes Medal trials 
after winning an AM and could be a contender in 2012. His 
favorite named variety is the more softly colored ‘Dancing in 
Lemon' (2007/08) bred from Overjoyed X Dancing in Pink. 
This also is an AM winner and Dykes Medal contender. 
There are some beautiful unnamed seedlings being evaluated 
and the best are from “Dancing in Lemon’, which won't set a 
pod but provides viable pollen to give quality seedlings when 
used with ruffled and laced pod parents. 


CONCLUSION 

While writing this article I asked Graeme to name 
the best iris he has bred. Without hesitation he said 
‘Jayceetee’ and quickly added “and not just because I 
named it for you”. He then went on to say that it was 
his all-time favourite, but then added that ‘Rusty Taylor’ 
could in time surpass it. In conclusion, the NSW Region 
of the ISA will host a convention in late October 2013 
and visitors will be welcome to Graeme’s garden which 
will be part of the convention tour. There you will be able 
to see the results of these breeding lines “in the flesh.” We 
hope to meet you there. %

Short Term 

This is usually for people who are just doing it for fun, often 
hit or miss with the idea of just improving the parents’ color or 
form, better branching or disease resistance. Plicatas often give the 
quickest results at this stage as they usually germinate easier, and 
if different colored plicatas are used, a wide array of patterns turn 
up in the first generation. Plicatas have started many hybridizers 
on great projects. Two to five years is usually thought of as short 
term and gives a couple of generations of results. This 1s also 
where you get hooked and if you do, you have to then consider 
lots of other aspects of the proposed project. 


Long Term 

It's at this stage that you're hooked or already know that 
you're going to spend a lot of time doing this, so what next? Ten 
to 20 years would be a medium to long time span and will give 
a chance to realize the fantasies that come flooding in when you 
look at someone else's seedlings or open a new iris catalog. You 
are lost in a fog—this is where ideas begin and all sorts of them 
come to mind. 

Usually by this time you know pretty well which irises 
are available, and if you are a judge you must know what is 
around, so new patterns are the first thing that come to mind. 
Learn which colors and patterns are considered dominant and 
which are recessive. This is not easy and often a bit hazy because 
some patterns act differently depending on how they are used in 
hybridizing. It can mean a lot of research, studying pedigrees, 
asking others what they found and making test crosses. Be 
prepared for test crosses to be disasters, but this is how you 
learn. Learn to clearly identify the tangerine factor and how to 
spot it in crosses where it may appear. 

Study the big breaks in iris breeding. Look up how varieties 
like ‘Snow Flurry’ (Rees, 1939), ‘Melodrama’ (Cook, 1956), 
“Whole Cloth’ (Cook, 1958)and ‘Sunset Snows’ (Stevens, 1965) 
among others influenced today’s tall bearded irises and maybe 
work out why certain traits show up from particular lines. As 
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you do these things, set some long-term goals, no 
matter how fanciful. Chances are that if they are 
really fanciful, you will never achieve the goal, but 
the results along the way will be far better than 
you ever imagined. If the desired result turned up 
in the first cross, then great, but to me it would be 
a bit disappointing in the overall picture. 

How many seedlings will be required to achieve 
the goal? This is a difficult question and 1s governed 
by many things like time, space and energy, etc. 
More about these later. Around 1906, my goal was 
to raise a quality pink amoena, and it is still my goal 
after 50 years and maybe 250,000 seedlings later! 


This is completely up to you, of course, but 
there are a few suggested guidelines, unless you are 
introducing a species into your breeding program 
or some long-lost pattern only seen 50 years ago. 
e Use the best varieties you can acquire. There 

Is no point in using older varieties as the 

crosses may have been done before. 

e Use varieties from various sources rather than 
concentrate on just one or two breeders’ lines. 

e Make reciprocal crosses if possible. Very 
often the pod parent will mainly give the 
form and growth, and the pollen parent will 
give the color but this 1s only a guide as it is 
so often not the case. 

e Make wild crosses. Don't be afraid to go 
where others may have feared to tread. This is 
your road, and you want it to be exceptional. 
You will soon have your own line and no one 
else can repeat or compare to it. 

e Many hybridizers don't like using first-year 
seedlings for parents. That is okay, but as you 
get older you realize that if you wait another 
year it all add on to the time it takes to get 
down the road. Personally, I use first-year 
seedlings or at least the pollen and nearly 
always try the seedling as a pod parent as 
well. It may weaken the pod-parent plant a 
bit, but remember it is a breeding program, 
not a program to get lots of the same plant. 
Progress is the first consideration. Also, I 
rarely go back and use a “good parent.” If 
it is a good parent then I consider that it is a 
good parent for various reasons, and I want 
to use those “reasons”—seedling advances 
in the line—to hasten development.

How much space do you need? 

Some of the best irises over the years have come from small 
backyards, and clever hybridizers have continued to produce 
amazing results from an area the size of a home vegetable garden, 
though this is hardly the rule. Realistically, you need space, and 
if you check the seedling beds of well-known hybridizers today 
and over the years, most have several acres and much more at 
their disposal. If you set 100 pods you could have 5,000 seeds, 
and if half germinated that means 2,500 seedlings. If you think 
about all those planted out on a 9” grid at minimum, it adds up 
to a lot of space. Many hybridizers plant a lot more than this 
and do it each year. I like to have a minimum of 5,000 seedlings 
and sometimes plant out 15,000. That is possibly a few too 
many for one person to assess, but nature some years gives an 
abundance of germination and a true hybridizer cannot throw 
out unflowered seedlings very often. 

Don’t forget about the space for your reselects. Let’s say 
you have 2,500 seedlings and have gone mad and marked 100

to look at again. These will take space to line out to evaluate 
properly, and if you have three or four rhizomes of each, it 
soon adds up to a fair amount of space. Then the next year 
you might have whittled down the 100 to 20, and there are 
10 or 15 rhizomes of each. You also have 100 new reselected 
seedlings to line out from last year’s selections, and so it goes 
until you have maybe thrown all the first year’s selections 
out and maybe one or two will get a name. You never know 
your luck. The point of the scenario is that it takes a lot 
of space and time. It has to be thought about right at the 
beginning. Don’t forget that you are planting out another 
2,500 little seedlings each year. Space, space, and more space, 
and an aching back! 


How many crosses should you make? 

Often weather conditions will affect the number of crosses 
that you can make in a season. In this instance, trial and error 
will be your guide. In some places, crosses can be made in light 
rain or when it is hot if the plants have plenty of moisture in the 
ground. I am happy if I get 50% of my crosses to take. 


Keeping records 

It is very important for you to keep track of 
your seedlings and their pedigrees. Eventually, 
when you have that “world beater” everyone 
will want to know the pedigree. Pedigrees can 
be half the fun and not a chore. To some people 
they are all the fun. Just do it. Keep the record 
system simple, or it becomes complicated as your 
breeding pedigrees become complex. 


Harvesting and drying seed 

I don't have time to walk around every 
day in summer and look at each and every 
seed pod to see if it is ready to pick. As soon 
as the pod is fully formed and just changing 
color from bright green to yellow-green, 
I cut the stem at the ground and gather all 
the stems together in one area 1n the garden 
and either poke the stems into the ground or 
stake them so they do not fall over. Then I 
can check quickly each day in one place, and 
I do not lose pods. I shell the pods as soon 
as I see them splitting and spread the honey- 
brown seed out in small margarine containers 
until they are dry and shriveled. Don't put 
them undried into a closed container or bag or 
they will become moldy. Dry them out. They 
could take two to three weeks to dry. 


Planting seed 

Seeds are best planted in autumn. There 
are lots of variations here, and trial and error 
will ultimately teach you which option works 
best in your situation. One important point 
and it is critical for irises—once the seed is 
planted, do not let it dry out even for one 
day. If it does an inhibitor takes over, and the 
seeds will not germinate. It is an inbuilt safety 
measure in bearded irises, and if understood 
will save disappointment. I plant the seeds in 
large styrene vegetable boxes. I place some 
fertilizer and manure in the bottom on one inch 
of soil, then about six inches of soil, then the 
seed and about one-half inch to three-quarter 
inch of soil over the top. I place wire mesh 
over the top to keep out the critters, and don't 
forget to label the cross. Keep the seedling 
boxes outside where they will get some winter 
frost. If frosts are severe then some winter 
protection may be necessary, though this 1s 
not something I have experienced. 
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Germination 

Usually germination takes at least eight weeks. If you 
have strong plicata lines, germination can start within six 
weeks. It usually continues over winter and stops for 
me about mid-TB bloom time. I am pleased with 50% 
germination, though sometimes better germination can 
be embarrassing if you do not have the room to handle 
an 80% germinating crop. Oh, which to choose and 
which to give away? Gnashing of teeth and sorrowful 
moans, sleepless nights—I have heard it all. 


Planting out seedlings 

Timing is important if space is at a premium. The 
idea is to have all or as near to all seedlings flower the 
next spring, so you have to get the seedlings out at iris 
bloom time to get them growing, or they will not have a 
long enough season of growth and you will have to hold 
them over for another year to see the results. Bang goes 
another half acre. Take your work holidays at this time 
of year, because you will be looking at irises, including 
your own seedlings, making crosses, taking pictures, 
going to others gardens, and it is critical to not delay in 
getting those seedlings out early. Once they are out, keep 
them growing with care and attention—no weeds and 
keep them watered over the summer. Use a preemergent 
herbicide if it is appropriate for you. If you have a very 
light sandy soil, I suggest you don’t use it until the 
seedlings are well established as it is dispersed in the soil 


by water and can kill your little seedlings. It seems to be 
okay to use it in heavier soils with no ill effect at planting. 
A little trial and error is a good idea here. 


Saving unflowered seedlings 

Sometimes for various reasons seedlings will not 
flower the first year. This can be because of missing 
out on nutrients, inherent genetic traits or any number 
of reasons. It is a value judgment to keep them if you 
have space considerations. I look at the cross, and if 
some flowered and were marked for further evaluation, 
I am likely to save the unflowered siblings. If many in 
the cross flowered and were inferior, generally I throw 
the unflowered siblings out. If I have extra energy at 
breakfast I may think “what the heck, just replant them.” 
However, space and time may make the decision for you. 


Remaking crosses 

So you had five or six seedlings and one or two are 
exceptional—should you remake the cross to get a better 
take? For me, the answer is no. I move on and use the 
exceptional seedlings instead. I have seen many crosses 
repeated by myself and others over the years and it is 
rarely worth the effort. 


How do you know what to reselect? 
This can be tough! It is a learning process, and I 
must admit that some people never quite get it. If you 
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are uncertain, get some other opinions of people you 
respect in the iris world, preferably iris Judges. Also, 
consider exhibiting a few seedlings at iris shows in 
seedling classes and see how they perform and what 
others think. Of course, sometimes when you have 
definite plans for your final goal, it 1s the genetics that 
make you keep some seedlings. If you're wondering 
what to look for, new color patterns have priority over 
anything else, even if it is Just to be used to advance 
the next generation. Then, in no special order, improved 
form, better branching and bud count (though this is 
not really considered in first-year seedlings), disease 
resistance and general vigor. 


How long before you introduce an iris 
after first flowering? 

Here is another important point in any hybridizer’s 
career. Your first introductions can make or break your 
reputation as a hybridizer. If the first ones are not up 
with the best available in the world, do not introduce 
them! Keep going until you have those irises that are 
worthy of you and will knock your socks off. It usually 
takes at least three flowerings of a seedling before it can 
be evaluated enough to warrant registration and can 
take several more if it is a slow increaser. As to how 
many rhizomes to produce, this depends upon sales of 
the variety and if you are going to distribute to gardens 
around the country with an eye to future AIS awards. 


Choosing names 

The right name for an iris can be half the battle 
towards having it accepted and known throughout the 
iris world. Avoid naming for friends, if possible. If you 
have to use a person’s name, preferably use a familiar 
name and avoid the surname. Avoid using men’s names. 
Surnames and men’s names often kill popularity. This 
experience comes from running an iris nursery for over 
50 years. Also, if you use a friend’s name for an iris and 
after several years you decide that you no longer have 
room to grow it, what do you tell your friend? This is 
a reality in the iris world with over 1,200 new varieties 
each year—the life of a “new” variety is often very 
short. 

In closing, as Garden Judges and prospective 
Garden Judges, 
give a thought 
to what goes 
into a serious 
hybridizing program 
and encourage it. 
Hybridizers with 
long-term plans 
are thin on the 
ground. Have a tender 
heart, but be
